In reply to inquiries concerning 
appointments in the new volunteer reg- 
iments Secretary Root respectfully iIn- 
formed Senator Clay that political and 
social influence will cut no figure in the 
selection of commissioned officers; in oth- 
er words, “rich men’s sons” and “social 
pets’ will not be rushed into army unl- 
forms, regardless of their military quall- 
fications as was the case in the early 
stages of the Spanish war. 

“We must commission men as officers,”’ 
said Secretary Root, “on account of their 
superior qualifications for active service, 
and we cannot, and will not, be govern- 
ed by political or personal influence. In a 
few days a call will probably be made for 
several additional regiments of volun- 
teers. It is my purpose to ask the govern- 
or of each state to recommend competent 
and suitable men to fill the offices in the 
various regiments. These appointments 
will be made only upon the recommenda- 
tions of the governor. Heretofore we 
have had much trouble over appoint- 
ments made from civil life on account of

Athens, Ga., August 14.—(Special.j)—The 
last public service of ex-Governor W. Y. 
Atkinson was to nominate and vote for 
Hon. Walter B. Hill for the position of 
chancellor of the University of Georgia. 

Ex-Governor Atkinson and Chancellor 
Hill had never been politica! friends. In 
fact, Mr. Hil had spoken against him in 
his campaigns.

Many of Attlanta’s thoughtful and 
sober-minded citizens will cordially 
agree with Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor 
the Moore Memorial Presbyterian 
church, in much of what he said last 
touching upon religion and 


Dr. Holderby is little given to spec- 
tacular exhibitions in the pulpit. He 
comes of that rugged Scotch Presby- 
terian stock which holds that the duty 
of ministers is to proclaim in humility 


Christ himself proclaimed when 
earth and to avoid spectacular wran- 
gles which are more closely related 
to worldliness than to godliness. He 
believes in keeping church and state 
separate and in elevating society and 
government not by injecting politics 
into religion but by applying Chris- 
tianity to individual lives. 

What induced Dr. Holderby to ex- 
press himself on this point with such 
effective emphasis last Sunday was that 
certain grave misconstructions had 
been placed upon some of his remarks 
made in the pulpit on the previous 
Sabbath. At that time he had taken 
occasion to rebuke Atlanta for what 
he considered her shortcomings in deal- 
ing with great moral issues; and al- 
though he had spoken in general 
terms, some inferred that he meant to 
take sides in certain political troubles 
which were brewing at that time. In 
setting himself right on last Sunday, 
Dr. Holderby declared in explicit terms 
that such interpretations placed upon 
hig language were wholly and absolute- 
ly erroneous; that he did not consider 
it the duty of ministers of the gospel 
to engage in political disputes in the 
pulpit, and that what he had said on 
the previous Sabbath was based on re- 
ligious conditions and not on political 
ones. Moreover, he declared that he 
did not cons‘der it his business to dic- 
tate to the city council of Atlanta as 
to what it should do in any political 
crisis, but that rather he considered 
it his business to preach the gospel of 
Christ and to let politics alone.

derby squares himself with our best 
American traditions. Besides, expe- 
rience in such matters has shown that 
good preachers make poor politicians.

The state tax rate estimated on the re- 
turn of $154,000,000 of taxble property was 
assessed yesterday morning by Governor 
Candler at $5.36 on $1,000. 

With the rate at $6.21 last year it {s 
seen that the chief executive has ordered 
a decrease of almost §1 on $1,000 and In 
this way making the bi®den of taxation 
lighter on every property owner in the 
state. 

To the general purposes of state govern- 
ment, $8 out of ever $1,000 collected for 
taxes willl be devoted,woile to the common 
fund this year is apportioned $2.10 at the 
same rate for its maintenance. 

In conformity of the act of the legis- 
lature which requires that during -the 
years 1899 and 1900 the sum of twenty-six 
one-hundredths of a mill be taken out 


for the sinking fund of $100,000, the 
amount has been levied in addition to 
that for government and education. In 


case a percentage should be levied in the 
interest of the sinking fund that would 
exactly make $..v,000 in two years, it 
would be found that the sum realized 
would fall short of $100,000 on account of 
the default lists in evefy county digest. 
It is necessary therefore to levy a rate

be fixed at a higher rate. 

“I have always favored a consistent 
réduction,’’ said Mr. Palmer, “and while 
I do not know what the opinions of the 
other members of the board in regard to 
the matter are. I venture to say that this 
figure will be settled upon at the next 
meeting of the board of county com- 


j missioners. 


“All the departments have been kept 
within the necessary amounts appropri- 
ated and the affairs of the county are 
in excellent condition. I see no reason 
why the tax rate should not be fixed at 
$3.75 and since my membership on the 
board I have advocated a lower rate. 
This now seems possible and I feel sure 
the board will vote for the reduced rate.”’ 

Last year the county irate was fixed 
at $4.% and the proposed rate of $8.75 for 


Judge E. B. Rosser, chair- 
ran of the finance committee of the 
board of county commissioners, is in fa- 
vor of the reduced rate and it is under. 
stood that a majority of the members 
also favor it. 

By this reduction the saving to tax 
payers of the county will be considerable, 
but it is estimated that owing to the 
excellent condition of the affairs that 
fone of the county departments will be 
made to suffer.

his pocket, a large roll of legal papers, 
and laying them on the table, said: 

“Gentlemen, I wish to tell a lone story 
which involves some of the members of 
the police department. The affair dates 
back several months ago when two of 
the detectives worked in a divorce case 
for a man named Jesse C. McCartney, 
who tried to get a divorce from his wife, 
Mary C. MeCartney, in Ohio. 

“The woman, it appears, once resided 
in Atlanta, and McCartney came here to 
get evidences to show that her moral 
character was not the best. I was called 
upon by the attorney for the woman, 
and he said that two of the detectives, 
Looney and Hewitt, were working for 
McCartney. I told him it must be a mis- 
take. I found that the report was-true. 
Some of the evidence was taken here 
before a commissioner, and I was _ per- 
mitted, after a wrangle, to remain in the 
Toom where the depositions were made. 
Captain Slaughter swore that I had in- 
structed him to detail two detectives in 
the divorce proceedings to work for Me- 
Cartney. I was very much eurprised, for 
I had no recollection of having done any 
such a thing. I then got on the stand 
and swore that I did not order the cap- 
tain to do what he said I did. After- 
wards I asked Captain Slaughter about 
it, and he said I had told him over a tele- 
phone to detail the two men. I recalled 
that I had told the captain to detail two 
men to work for a countryman who want- 
ed some burglars caught, and Captain 
Slaughter said that that man was Mc- 
Cartney, and it was a divorce case and 
not a burglary. I have learned that Mce- 
Cartney did not get a divorce, but his 
wife did, and she married her lawyer, 
named Lunsford. To show you the drift 
of all this, I desire to read you a com- 
munication that I[ have received from 
Mrs. McCartney’s attorney.”’ 

Mr. Patterson read from the legal pa- 
pers before him. There was a copy of 
McCartney's testimony, sworn to in the 
Ohio court. In that evidence McCartney 
tells of giving Captain Slaughter $50 to 
help defray the expense of the investiga- 
tions the two city detectives were mak- 
ing. He told of a trip he made with 
Detective Looney in which the officer and 
himself watched Mrs. McCartney go toa 
house with a man. McCartney swore that 
he jumped up behind the hack when it 
left the house, and saw the woman get 
out, and that then he got into the hack 
With the man and rode with him to the 
Police barracks. He asked the man 
nothing, and made no statements to him. 
The man, he swore, got out of the hack 
at the police barracks, and Detective 
Looney was there, but made no effort to 
Stop him. 

“I think all this sort of work places 
Captain Slaughter and the men engaged 
‘in it in a very bad light,’’ said Chairman 
Patterson, ‘‘and I leave the matter with 
the board.” 

A motion was adopted instructing the 
chief to investigate the whole affair 
thoroughly, and to report when the board 
Meets again. 

Captain Slaughter could not be seen 
last night, and his version of the episode 
could not be learned. 

Chairman Pattersan seems to think that 
the matter needs airing, and the other 
members of the board agree with him. 

The story, as it now stands. is a little 
murky, and right difficult to fathom. 

When the account of Captain Slaughter 
and the two detectives is given, some 
more light may be thrown on the affair, 
and which may vindicate them entirely.

RECEIPTS WERE LIGHTER 


Coarse Grains Were Indifferent to 
Wheat’s Strength and Closed 
a Shade Lower. 


Chicago, August 14.—Wheat today de- 
veloped a stromg bull market and closed 
at an advance of a cent over Saturday. 
The continual! falling off in primary re- 
ceipts and generally disappointing sprmng 
wheat threshing returns caused _ free 
covering and brought outside support to 
the market. Coarse grains were utterly 
indifferent to the wheat strength and 
closed a shade lower for nearly all op- 
tions. Lard declined 2%@5c, but other 
products made little change. 

Considerable trreguiarity was shown by 
wheat during the merning, though prices 
at all times were above Saturday's clos- 
ing quotations. An opening advance of 
%@iod at Liverpool and a still further ad- 
vance at 1:30 made the opening: here 
strong, September starting at 71%c, an ad- 
vance of %*c. There was some disposition 
shown to realize at the advance, and the 
market wavered for a short time, Sep- 
tember selling at 71%c, but the strength 
of the foreign markets and some poor 
threshing reports from the northwest 
gave confidence to the bulls, and all of- 
ferings were readily absorbed, September 
advancing to Titec. A period of compara- 
tive easiness followed. Outside selling or- 
ders came in in insufficient quantities to 
depress prices, the decline being rendered 
easy by the favorable foreign crop news. 
A feature of this was the announcement 
that Russia, in spite of the famine re- 
ports, would have some wheat for export. 
The market declined to 7i%ec for Septem- 
ber, and though rallies were frequent, 
the tendency until the afternoon was 
lower. During the afternoon, however, 
the market developed marked strength. 
Primary receipts, for the first time in 
months, showed a decrease from a year 
avo. The figures were 656,000 busheis 
compared with 863,000 last year. The visi- 
ble supply, which was not expected ‘to 
show any material change, decreased 500,- 
om. The general tenor of northwest har- 
vesting reports were disappointing, some 
returns being decidedly unfavorable, 
The weather in the northwest was favor- 
able and the cash demand here was poor, 
but this did not discount the effect of the 
crop prospects, and in the last hour a 
strong buying movement set in, which 
carried prices steadily upward.

Paris does not again come into 
inence until early in the sixth century, 
when the Frank king, Chlodovech, return- 
of the Goths in 
Aquitainia, moved his residence 
from Soissons; possibly that he might 
have a position more central to his ex- 
panding kingdom. Here he erected 
Peter and St. Paul, which 
became soon after the church and abbey 
of St. Genevieve. In the frequent divis- 
ions of the kingdom which followed the 
Ceath of Chlodovech, Paris often shared 
the honora of a royal residence city with 


city also had other vicissitudes more seri- 
ous during this dreary Merovingian era. 
Once it was destroyed by fire, not an un- 
usual event among European cities of the 
middie ages. Several times its population 
was thinned by famine and its usual ac- 
companiment the pestilence, when its 
bishops sold the church plate in order to 
feed the destitute. 

Under the second race of kings the cen- 
ter of royal influence drifted eastward 
to the Rhine basin, and before the splen- 
dors of Achen, Nimwegen and Ingleheim, 
Paris was all but forgotten. The Norse 
inroads of the ninth century, however, 
again brought the old westeen capital 
into prominence. Charles the (Bald at the 
council of Pistres (864) formally deter- 
mined upon the fortification of ail the 
Somme-Seine country, and Paris natural- 
ly was made the base of the whole sys- 
tem, The city had already been twice 
sacked and burned by the pirates within 
a generation, but when they appeared 
the third time (R&5) they were confronted 
by lofty walls and fortified bridges; and 
although they lay before the city for 
eighteen months they could make no im- 
pression upon its defenses. The city was 
finallv relieved by the Emperor Charles 
the Fat; but the hero of the siege was 
Count Odo, or Eudes, to whom the em- 
peror had instructed the keeping of the 
city.

Under the granéson of Philip, the noble 
Louis IX, justly famed both for his wis- 
dem and his virtue. Paris, like the king- 
dom, advanced in all those elements that 
constitute material prosperity. The city 
government had up to this point been au- 
tocratic, A royal official Known as the 
provost of Paris had exercised the most 
eXtensive police and judicial powers. In 
the rapid growth of the city and the in- 
evitable weakness which attended a long 
regency many flagrant abuses had crept 
into the municipal service. The criminal 
Classes had become a terror to law- 
abiding citizens, and the city authorities 
secretly aided and abetted their misdoing 
for the sake of a share in the plunder. 
Louis, with characteristic clear-sighted- 
ness, took the matter in hand. He re- 
formed the office of provost, selected Eti- 


'enne Boileau. the one man who could be 


| trusted 


with its great powers, and soon 


| saw his capital purged: of the evil doers. 


The value of Rojileau's reforms Was soon 
felt. The greater security of the capital 
attracted both wealth and population, its 
trade vastly increased and. soon no other 
city of the continent, north of the >Alps, 
could rival the city of the Capeta. The 
increased wealth and influence of the 
burghers is attested by the “statutes of 
the commercial and industrial gullds,”’ 
which date from Louis's provost. The 
statutes were afterwards modified from 
time to time, but practically remained 
as Boileau left them until the great revo- 
lution. Louis also added nis share to the 
public buildings of the capital, most_fa- 
mous of which was the palace of La Cite, 
which later became the seat of the fav 
mous parliament: the supreme court .of 
France, founded by Philip IV, grandson 
of St. Louis. Parts of the old structure 
of commune of 1871 are still to be_ seen 
among the buildings of the present Palais 
de Justice.
